For several hours 
it was considered by the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, with pros- 
pect of an all-night session of the 
Senate, but at the last moment the 
Senate recessed until 12 noon Tues- 
day, under an agreement to consider 
the resolution at that time. 

In the House, Representative Kent, 
independent, of California, express- 
ing regret that he could not agree 
with the President, said the resolu- 
tion was a declaration of war,” and 
asserted that by passing it — 
would “condemn to death many 
our citizens in Mexico.” 

Represefitative Kahn of California 
also opposed the resolution, asserting 
that it meant useless war. 

“I have always believed,” said Rep- 
resentative Madden of Illinois, “that 
nothing less than a nation could pro- 
voke another nation to war. But 
here we are asked to declare war 
against the individual, Huerta. We 
have no cause for war. I would ge 
as far as any man to preserve the 
honor of the nation, but I am not 
prepared to justify war for any such 
trivial cause as : 

“This resolution simply calls upon 
us to put our force down in Mexico 
to preserve the peace of the world,” 
said Representative Bryan of Wash- 
ington, speaking for the measure. 

The House ed until 1 
o'clock tomorrow morning and Presi- 
dent Wilson, worn out by the day's 
work, retired after hearing that the 
House had adopted the resolution. 
“SHORT OF WAR.” 


Persons in touch with the President 
gaid the steps which would be taken 
by the United States “short of war“ 
were of a nature which would not 
require formal notification. to the 
powers in the same sense as deo- 
laration of blockade or other pre- 
liminaries to war. Foreign govern- 
ments, however, will be kept in- 
formed of developments. 

The debate in the House brought 
out the fact that while the American 
navy prebably would block Mexico vff 
from commerce with the United 
States, it would not interfere with 
the passage of foreign vessels, al- 
though cargoes discharged on the 
shore might be held at the customs 
houses if they were occupied by 
American forces. 

During the evening there were in- 
formal conferences of Democrats and 
Republicans, and opposition to the 
phraseology of the resolution was ap- 
parent. Many Senators, among them 
a few Democrats, objected to singling 
out Gen. Huerta as an individual and 
wanted to amend the resolution to di- 
rect it against the de facto govern- 
ment in Mexico City. Others wanted 
to make the resolution broad enough 
to cover Mexico generally. 

Administration leaders were begin- 
ing to rally their forces early in antici- 
pation of Republican opposition. Ad- 
ministration Senators held that the 
passage of the resolution was a step 
which would enable the President 
actually to prevent war by forcing 
Huerta to respect Americans and 
their interests. 

The President had made it clear 
to Congress in his message that the 
Executive really had authority to act, 
but that he preferred the approval of 
Congress before making any 
portant move. 

Members of the House went to bed 
instead of waiting for the Senate to 
reconvene. Crowds thronged the Sen- 
ate galleries and corridors. 

At executive quarters there was a 
let-up in the late hours. A high of- 
ficial who was in conference with the 
President, pointed significantly to 
the fact that no orders had been . 
sued to the army, and remarked that 
the Constitutionalists need not be 
alarmed over the situation, for the 
present action was aimed entirely. 
against Huerta. 
It was said that one of the reasons 
the White House was insistent on in- 
dividualizing Huerta in the resolution 
was to prevent the Constitutionalists. 
from misinterpreting present move- 
ments as threatening hostilities 
against them or the ‘Mexican people 
generally. 

With the announcembnt earlier that

ILSON ASKS CONGRESS 
TO O. K. HIS PLANS. 


Delivers His Message in an Atmosphere 
Surcharged With Patriotic Fervor. 


President Distinctly Says He Hopes to Avert War 
Between the United States and Mezico, but Meanwhile - 
Americans Are Being Urged to Hurry Out of the 
Country and Merchant Ships Are Being Chartered.

ASHINGTON, April 10. — In an 
atmosphere of suppressed excite- 
ment reflecting grave tension and 
patrictic fervor, President Wilson 
asked Congress in person today for 
approval of his purpose to use the 
army and navy to force Gen. Huerta 
to apologize for indignities offered to 
the American government. 

It was the first time since the war 
with Spain that the President had 


placed soe grave ean international crisis 


before the nations] legislature. Mr. 
Wilson spoke in solemn tones. When 
he entered the House chamber the 
cheers and applause that greeted him 
were wildly enthusiastic—an outburst 
of the tension that has prevailed in 
the nawtonal capital for the last twen- 
ty-four hours. 

As he read his message the applause 
came largely from the Democratic 
side, many .Republicans remaining 
conspicuously silent. resag 
opposition to the President's request 
which was not long in making its ap- 


pearance. 

President Wilson had ted out 
that under precedents he did not need 
the authority of Congress to act, but 
merely sought their counsel, advice 
and approval “in a matter possibly of 
SO grave consequence.” 


While Co deliberated and Ma- 
jority er Underwood urged 
mpt action so that if American 


orces were fired on they would be 
free to act, the executive branch of 
the government issued orders to the 
army and navy with systematic regu- 
larity. The army was cautioned to be 
on the alert and active preparations 
to use the militia as volunteer forces 
in case of further emergency were be- 
gun.

The President in a statement to 
newspaper correspondents said he had 
no enthusiasm for war; that he hoped 
to avert it, but that he was taking 
forceful steps to stop. indignation 
which might lead to armed conflict. 
He drew a distinction between the 
Huerta faction and the great body of 
Mexican people, who had refused to 
ee Gen. Huerta as their Presi- 

ent. 

The President, in deprecating the 
war spirit that. had arisen, said: “In 
no conceivable circumstances will we 
fight the people of Mexico.” 

Measures “short of war“ are 
Planned by the President, such as the 
seizure of custom houses, the occu- 
pation of coast towns, the taking of 
Mexican warships and a blockade of 
Mexico's commerce with the United 
States. 

The delivery of the message 
ing to Congress a detailed account of 
the arrest of the American bluejackets 
at Tampico and Huerta's refusal to 
accede to Rear-Admiral Mayo's de- 
mand for a salute was the incident 
of most absorbing interest of the day. 

Great crowds swarmed the Capitol 
grounds and the House chamber. In 
feverish excitement people waited for 
hours to hear the message read. The 
President was calm and smiled his 
acknowledgement of the demonstra- 
tion of cheers with which he was 
greeted. 

When he reviewed the incident at 
Tampico and said he deemed it his 
duty to sustain in full the demand of 
Admiral Mayo for a salute, cheers 
came from the Democratic side and 
from some Republicans. Many mem- 
bers of the minority party were silent, 
however, a fact which occasioned 
much comment in the galleries. 

The President's strongly-phrased ex- 
pression of his determination to se- 
cure approval for the use of armed 
forces “in such ways and to such an 
extent as may be necessary to obtain 
from Gen. Huerta and his adherents 
the fullest recognition of the rights 
and dignity of the United States was 
received with a burst on enthusiasm, 
but again many Republicans were 
silent. 

As the President left the House 
chamber he chatted with House and 
Senate leaders about the steps he had 


in mind. He did not think it neces- 


sary as yet to ask for an appropria- 
tion, but already such a measure has 
been introduced in the Senate.

“On the 8th of April a paymaster 
ef the United States steamship Dol- 
phin landed at the Iturbide bridge 
at Tampico, with a whale boat and 
boat's crew to take off certain sup- 
plies needed by his ship, and while 
engaged in loading the boat, was ar- 
rested by an officer and squad of men 
of the army of Gen. Huerta. Neither 
the paymaster nor any one of the 
boat's crew was armed. Two of the 
men were in the boat when the ar- 
rest took place and were obliged to 
leave it and submit to be taken into 
custody, notwithstanding the fact 
that the boat carried, both at her 
bow and at her stern, the flag of 
the United States. 

“The officer who made the arrest 
Was proceeding up one of the streets 
of the town with his prisoners when 
met by an officer of higher author- 


| 


ity, who ordered him to return to 
the landing and await orders, and 
within an hour and a half from the 
time of the arrest, orders were re- 
ceived from the commander of the 
Huertista forces at Tampico for the 
release of the paymaster and his 
men. The release was followed by 
apologies from the commander and 
later by an expression of regret by 
Gen. Huerta himself. Gen. Huerta 
urged that martial law obtained at 
the time at Tampico, that orders had 
been *issued that no one should be 
allowed to land at the Iturbide 
bridge, and that our sailors had no 
right to land there. 

“Our naval commanders at the 
port had not been notified of any such 
prohibition and, even if they had 
been, the only justifiable course open 
to the local authorities would have 
been to request the paymaster and 
his crew to withdraw and to lodge 
a protest with the commanding offi- 
cer of the fleet. 

“Admiral Mayo regarded the ar- 
rest as so serious an affront that he 
was not egatisfied with the apologies 
offered, but demanded that the flag 
of the United States be saluted with 
special ceremony by the military com- 
mander of the port. 

‘The incident cannot be regarded 
as a trivial one, especially as two of 
the men arrested were taken from 
the boat itself—that is to say, from

contempt. A few days after the in- 
cident at Tampico an orderly from 
the United States steamship Minne- 
sota was arrested at Vera Cruz while 
ashore in uniform to obtain the 
ship’s mail, and was for a time 
thrown into jail. An official dis- 
patch from this government to its 
embassy at Mexico City was 
held by the authorities of the tele- 
graph service until peremptorily de- 
manded by our Charge d’Affaires in 
person. 80 far as I can learn such 
Wrongs and annoyances have been 
suffered only to occur against rep- 
resentatives of the United States. I 
have heard of no complaints from 
other governments of similar treat- 
ment. 

“Subsequent explanationg and for- 
mal apologies did not and could not 
alter the popular impression which it 
is possible it has been the object of 
Huertista authorities to create, that 
the government of the United States 
was being singled out and might be 
singled out with impunity for slights 
and affronts in retaliation for its re- 
fusal to recognize the pretenses of 
Gen. Huerta to’ be regarded as the 
constitutional] provisional] President of 
the reptiblic t Mexico. 

The manifest danger of such a sit- 
uation was that such offenses might 
grow. from bad to worse until some- 
thing happened of so gross and in- 
tolerable a sort as to lead directly and 
inevitably to armed oonflict. It was 
necessary that the apologies of Gen. 
Huerta and his representatives should 
go much farther, that they should be 
such as to attract the attention of the 
whole »opulation to their significance 
and such as to impress on Gen, 
Huerta himself the necessity of seeing 
to it that no further occasion for ex- 
planations and professed regrets 
should arise. I, therefore, felt it my 
duty to sustain Admiral Mayo in the 
whole of his demand and to insist 
that the flag of the United States 
Should be saluted in such a way as to 
indicate a new spirit and attitude of 
the Huertistas. 

“Such a salute Gen. Huerta has re- 
fused, and I have come.to ask your 
approval and support in the course I 
now purpose to pursue. This govern- 
ment can, I earnestly hope, in no cir- 
cumstances, be forced into war with 
the people of Mexico.

tunity to set up again their own laws 
and their own government. 

“But I earnestly hope that war is 
not now in question. I believe that I 
speak for the American people when 
I say that we do not desire to control 


in any degree the affairs of our sister 
Our feeling for the people 


of Mexico is one of deep and genuine 
friendship, and everything that we 
-have so far done or refrained from 


to help them, not to hinder or em- 
barrass them. We would not wish 
even to exercise the good offices of 
friendship without their welcome and 
consent. The people of Mexico are 
entitled to settle their own domestic 
affairs in their own way, and we sin- 
cerely desire to respect their right. 
The present situation need have none 
of the grave complications of interfer- 
ence if we deal with it promptly, firm- 
ly and wisely. 

“No doubt I could do what is nec- 
essary in the circumstances to enforce 
respect for our government without 
recourse to the Congress, and yet not 
exceed my constitutional powers as 
President; but I do not wish to act in 
a matter possibly of so grave conse- 
quence except in close conference and 
co-operation with both the Senate and 
House. I, therefore, come to ask your 
approval that 1 should use the armed 
forces of the United States in such 
ways and to such an extent as may 
be necessary to obtain from Gen. 
Huerta and his adherents the fullest 
recognition of the rights and dignity 
of the United States, even amid 


the distressing conditions now unhap- 


pily obtaining in Mexico. 

“There can, in what we do, be no 
thought of aggression or of selfish 
aggrandizement. We seek to maintain 
the dignity and authority of the United 
States only because we wish always to 
keep our great influence unimpaired 
for the uses of liberty, both in the 
United States and wherever it may be 
employed for the benefit of mankind.”’

TO LET HUERTA 
STRUGGLE ALONE 


Rebel Leaders So Decide at 
Chihuahua Conference. 


Gen. Villa Greets Carranza as 
Hig Superior. 


But Pictures Show Them 
Seated Side by Side. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CHIHUAHUA (Mex) April 20.— 
Gen. Venustiano Carranza and Gen. 
Francisco Villa met formally here to- 
day. 

It was their first meeting in four 
years, Carranza having met the mili- 
tary leader first when, fresh from out- 
lawry, he was a leader of one of 
Francisco I. Madero’s small revolu- 
tionary bands. 

The meeting had every appearance 
of friendliness, and eng was given 
out about it except that it was * 
monious, 

Villa made a point of referring to 
Carranza as his chief. Lithographs 
bearing the likeness of the two lead- 
ers side by side appeared in store win- 
dows, and citizens wore buttons and 
badges similarly decorated. 

Villa, accompanied by Gen. Angeles, 
who is a member of the rebel Cabinet, 
came from Torreon last night for the 
conference. Soldiers guarded the 
streets from the railroad station to 
Carranza’s palace, while crowds of on- 
lookers cheered. Last night the mili- 
tary band, one of the best in Mexico, 
senenaded the distinguished visitor 
and his host for hours. In the parks 
the populace made holiday. 

No official announcement of the 
proceedings of the conference was 
made except that it was harmonious. 
It was understood, on high authority, 
however, that it was determined to 
prosecute the revolution regardless of 
the estrangement between Washington 
and the City of Mexico, so long as 
rebel territory is not invaded or 
threatened. 

Hundreds of messages, some con- 
gratulatory and others dealing with 
business, military and diplomatic sub- 
jects were received.

NOW IS TIME TO STOP 
THE WAR ON BUSINESS. 


N international crisis, whether or not it terminates in war, 

has intensified the financial needs of the nation; and it now 
* shows how severely legislation has crippled business. And 
it is easy to see that it is not the men with money, against whom 
the legislation has been directed, who suffer most. They are sore- 
ly inconvenienced and harassed, but it is the people generally 
who are pinched the hardest by this war on production., this war 
that has checked commercial expansion. They are the ones who 
bear the burdens of government, who pay the bulk of the taxes 
and who are the first to suffer from financial depression. Many 
thousands of working men have been laid off during the past few 
days; manufacturers have failed; business men have been driven by 
te expenses and to discharge em- 
Ployees. 

Although the big financiers sustain monetary losses, it is not 
likely. that they will be stripped to the extent of poverty. But 
already some of the poorer classes have actually begun to suffer. 
Their distress will become more intense if the onslaughts against 
business are not checked. And, too, the small business men who 
have been beneath the attacks of the legislators are painfully en- 
during the disastrous weight of the depression. The grocer, whose 
store is dependent on the prosperity of the working people, is 
caught between the millstones that grind the profit out of so-called 
Big Business. The cobbler, the department store, the butcher, 
the druggist—all forms of commercial enterprise—are embar- 
rassed and impoverished when the big business men are manacled 
by legislation, when industry is stopped by red-tape and when the 

ights of property are abrogated by politicians and confiscated by 
misguided municipalities. 

When big business men stop making money it is evident 
that they are not able to continue their vast expenditures. When 
they quit spending (paying for labor and raw materials and creat- 
ing new industries) it is patent, that money becomes scarce; that 
which is politely called a money stringency’ follows. When 
money omes scarce those who have the least of it are the first 
to suffer: thus the working people are now being thrown out of 


work all over the country, and have but scanty savings upon which 

to survive enforced idleness and no opportunity to exchange their 

labor for wages. Because the working people cannot spend money, 

e merchants and the store-keepers cannot sell goods—and so the 

in of consequences is linked about the neck of every man and 

women in the nation, and all, more or less, feel the blighting effect 
of the 


Draconian legislati | 
The situation is even worse than the serious-minded think. 
The big business men as a class have been harassed into timidity. 
They have had their revenues cut off; newly manufactured legisla- 
tion has made criminals of them and they know that even more 
drastic legislation is in the making. But even these more coura- 
geous business men are helpless. Though they dare go ahead and 
make investments and expand their operations, they cannot do so 
because the war on business undermined their ial prestige 
and the banks are afraid to loan them money. : 

Here is one concrete illustration: There is a public service 
corporation in Los Angeles whose activities incr the value of 
every foot of property in the city by its enterprise and constructive 
wo e time ago it evolved a pen of tremendous impor- 
tance to this city but required $3,000,000 to carry it througb. It 
has been impossible to raise the money. The corporation has the 
courage to go ahead in spite of the war on business, but the bank- 
ers have not. The bankers say in effect: We can't afford to risk 
our money by loaning it to public service corporations. We don't 
know what day your property will be confiscated. Under the pres- 
ent conditions, with 
penalties and ‘restrictions at every session, and the craze for con- 
demnation and public ownership in the air, we cannot be too care- 
ful in making lo We dont know what day the value will be 
completely hammered out of your corporation stock, as it has al- 
ready been injured and ruined in many instances. Such is the 
answer of the bankers to the big business men of courage. 

Another significant concrete instance that shows how severe 
has been the harm done to the general prosperity of the com- 
monwealth is this: one of the leading churches of Los Angeles 
completed the plans, and was assured of the money, to construct 
a new $100,000 edifice. The financial condition has become so 
distressing that the erection of the new church has been indefinitely 
postponed because the business men of the parish cannot raise the 


raoney. 

„ of similar instances in Los Angeles and many 
thousands of them throughout the United States. Business has 
been halted. The business men cannot get the money to increase 
their operations even when they have the courage. And in the 
meantime the situation grows more di ing. 3 

Will the voters see that they have destroyed their own pros- 
perity, that they brought the financial structure of the nation down 
about their own heads by giving the politicians and agitators 
license to wage this war on business? The folly of it may be esti- 
mated in dollars and cents. It has been ruinous. It has already

he so carefully designates his pet evemy. 
No! We will be fighting the Mexican peo- 
ple, the Mexican nation, and the Mex'can 
race, which hates us so cordially, but which, 
even with that, might yet be befriended 
and saved. 

To fight Mexico will mean a long-drawn- 
out war of the most sickening description.

HY NEFDLESSLY TAX OURSELVES 
$367,500 A YEAR MORE? 

In their final proposal to the city of Los 
Angeles, of date March 7, 1914, the power 
companies, after reciting in detail the in- 
surmountable legal difficulties standing in 
the way of their giving the city immediate 
and actual possession before payment of 
their three electric distributing systems, 
the companies made the following offers— 
offers which could not be fairer and which 
render absolutely needless at this time the 
imposition of $367,500 a year more taxes: 


“In our form of proposition submit- 
ted to your committee on November 15 
last there was a provision for a board 
of control, to be selected jointly by the 
city and the companies. This board 
would supervise operation and exten- 
sion of distributing systems, thus giv- 
ing the city equal control in the man- 
agement and operation of these sys- 
tems. 

“By written communication and from 
time to time in conference we have ex- 
pressed our earnest desire to enter into 
a contract providing for the use of the 
companies’ distributing systems for the 
distribution of such power as the city 
may generate, pending the time when 
the use of the Owens River water by 
the eity will be sufficient to develop all 
power required for use within the city 
and pending the acquisition by the city 
of its own distributing system. Such 
proposed contract included the follow- 
ing provisions: 

“(1.) Under the direction of a board 
of control, constituted as above stated, 
the companies will operate, maintain, 
enlarge and extend their systems to 
such an extent as is reasonably and 
properly necessary to care for all con- 
sumers within the city and to comply 
with the requirements of trustees for 

their bondholders. 

“(2.) Contracts with consumers to 
be made in the name of the city; con- 
sumers’ meters to be read by the city; 
consumers’ bills to be rendered in the 
name of the city and collected by the 
city (the city thus fixing rates con- 
sumers shall pay.) 

“(3.) The distributing systems of the 
companies to be used for a period of 
five years for the distribution of the 
city’s power within the city and in the 
territory immediately adjoining the city 
supplied by extensions of said systems. 

“(4.) The companies to supply to 
the city such additional power as may 
be necessary for use within the city in 
excess of the city’s power, tne city to 
pay for such excess power such sum. as 
shall be agreed upon between the city 
and thé companies and approved by 
the Rafiroad Commission of the State 
of California. 

“(5.) For the use of the companies’ 
distributing systems, for the cost of 
maintaining the steam plant of the Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Corporation 
in readiness for emergency service, and 
for the cost of operation and mainte- 
nance, the city to pay to the compa 
nies such sum as shall be agreed upon 
between the companies and the city 
and approved by the Raifiroad Commis- 
gion of the State of California.” 

The companies further say in their 
March 7 final proposal: 

“We have also stood ready to enter 
into a contract for the purchase of the 
city’s power at a price which should 
be fair to the city, the companies and 
the consumers. This price could be 


| and only “No” on May 8.

_ fagreed upon between the city and our- 
selves, or be determined by the Rall 
road Commission of the State of Cali 
fornia.” 3 
Those, in brief, are the companies’ two 

offers, either of which, if accepted, would 


produce to the city (that is, to the taxpay- 


ers) an immediate substantial revenas of 
approximately $1,000,000 a year instead of, 
as now proposed by the City Council, bur- 
dening the already overburdened taxpayers 
with a further bonded debt of $5,250,000 
(the unnecessary part of the proposed pow- 
er bond issue of $6,500,000,) which will, if 
voted, cost the taxpayers $367,500 a year. As 
our taxes, with assured prospect of con- 
siderable increase for real necessities 
(school bonds, $4,600,000, storm drains, etc., 
etc., te., etc... now amount to $8 per $100 
valuation per year, the proposed immedi- 
ate increase of $367,500 a year taxes for a 
partial electric distributing system, which 
we need not either build, buy or confiscate 
by condemnation while the power compa- 
nies’ very fair offer for the use of their 
three complete systems is before us, is ut- 
terly unbusinesslike and utterly unneces- 
sary. 
Our only way out of this burden and 
trouble, fellow-taxpayers, particularly those 
of us who have to pay over taxes out of our 
earnings as wage-workers, is to vote No“ 
on May 8 on the blanketed $6,500,000 pow- 
er bond proposition. 
If we could separately vote the $1,250,- 
000 needed for power plant No. 1 nearly 
everybody would gladly do so; but our City 
Council has willfully and intentionally 
made it impossible for us to exercise our 
rights. They virtually say to us by their 
election ordinance blanketing instead of 
segregating the two issues: “If you won't 
vote as we wish, you shall not vote as you 
wish.“ “If you want $1,250,000 for power 
plant No, 1 you must vote more than five 
times as much, namely, $6,500,000, to 
get it.” 7 


Such being the case, we must, in justice 
to ourselves as taxpayers and as free Amer- 
ican citizens, native or adopted, vote “No” 
If we do that 
@ way will soon be found by our “city law- 
givers” to raise the $1,250,000 needed for 
power plant No. 1, without our needlessly 
imposing upon ourselves at this time of 
business and financial uncertainty and de- 
pression the added burden of $367,500 a 
year more taxes. 

Bear in mind also, fellow-taxpayers, that 
we must vote $4,600,000 school bonds, abso- 
lutely needed, on May 14. Such being the 
case, it is not to our interest, not to the 
interest of our city and its continued de- 
velopment by the introduction of more 
outside capital for investment in Los An- 
geles property for us, by our votes on May 
| 8, to add $6,500,000, which would only be a 
| starter in providing for the city’s real elec- 
trie needs, to the city’s present bond debt 
of $38,992,000, plus the $4,600,000 which we 
must vote on May 14, to add thereto for 
part of the $7,500,000 to $14,000,000 schoo! 
bonds really needed,

Husband Whom Wife Had Jatled 
Tells Why He Twice Tried to Com- 
mit Suicide. 

In a voice choked with sobs, Harry 
Crouch, who’ was arrested in Pasa- 
dena Saturday on a charge of Msturb- 
ing the peace of his wife, Nellie, yes- 
terday told why he made two inef- 
fectual attempts to end his life after 
his wife had left him the week be- 
fore. 

According to Crouch, he had been 
working several hours over-time every 
day for the past two months in order 
to get out of debt, and the problem 
which disrupted the little family was 
that of finances. 

Worn out with overwork, Crouch 
says he discovered that his wife had 
not only spent all his salary of the 
week before, but had borrowed money 
from the landlady where they lived. 
This was the last straw and Crouch 
upbraided his wife, he says. The next 


. | day when he returned from work, he 


found his wife had packed her belong- 
ings, and taking her two daughters, 
children by a former husband, had 
departed. 

Then it was that life lost its charm 
for Crouch. When, two days later, he 
found his wife, working at the Meyer 

Goods establishment in Pasa- 
dena, he implored her to overlook his 
dad temper and return to his home. 
When the wife refused to forgive, he 
decided to end everything, and re- 
turning, a few hours later, to the 
store, he swallowed bichloride of mer- 
cury in her presence. He was rushed 
to the hospital and was soon out of 
danger. The second time he tried to

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I. INTRODUCTORY. 

I have no bone to pick with any- 
one. Some of my best friends are 
supporting Rugby. 
Season before last I thought it the 
better game of the two. “Familiarity 
breeds contempt.” As I had close ex-

Y., each little argument in his favor 
wobbled and fell. We all admit that 
its only excuse for life on American 
soll lies in its supposed superiority. 

It makes very Tittle difference to 
any University what style of football 
the high schools play. I am anxious, 
however, for high school educators 
to read this history of the game in 
America and some of dhe inside facts 
which I feel free to expose. You ar- 
bitrarily gave your pupils Rugby be- 
cause you took the word of other edu- 
cators whom you respected. Their 
word was good, but they had not yet 
learned the real Rugby. 

Americans always have and always 
will Americanize everything from the 
public school system and the English 
language down to the automobile and 
the shoes they wear. We have al- 
ready slightly changed Rugby in 
California, but fundamental rulings 
do not fit. The Rugby Union says “so 
far must you go and no further.“ 
When the fertilizing element supplied 
by conscientious but misdirected fac- 
ulties is withdrawn, California educa- 
tional] soil will no longer support the 
imported plant. It will either gradu-

IN LONG BEACH. 


Defeat of Mayor’s. Candidate 
‘Inspires Action.

“Strictly Dry” Candidates 
Win in Election, 


Whealton May Be Sued for 
Famous Forum Speech. 

(LOCAL, CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LONG BEACH, April 20.—While 
the “strictly-dry” contingent elected 
their ticket of freeholders, the voters 
administered a stinging rebuke to 
Mayor Whealton, so-called Progres- 
sive Mayor, in the election today. A. 
Lynn Parmley, whom the Mayor de- 
nounced in his now famous forum 
speech, was elected to the vacant seat 
on the City Council over Lynn W. Bal- 
lard, the Mayor’s candidate. Late re- 
turns indicate that Parmley’s majority 
will be 350. This means that a peti- 
tion to recall the Mayor will be put 
in circulation tomorrow morning. 

The voters showed that they do not 
want Hiram Johnson and the Rail- 
road Commission meddling in the 
city’s corporation affairs. They de- 
cided on five propositions, to leave the 
control of railroads, street railways, 
gas, electric and telephone corpora- 
tions in the hands of the city. 

Ballard, for Council, ran best in the 
downtown precincts, Parmley doing 
best in the residence districts of the 
central portion of the city, where he 
had many friends among the church 
people. Charles Hamilton ran a poor 
third, and E. Z. Miller. the Socialist 
candidate, was ignominiously buried. 
At 11:30 o'clock Ballard’s campaign 
managers conceded Parmley’s election 
by 150. 

Mayor Whealton wanted Ballard on 


the Council so that he would have 
support for some policies. 
Parmley will be the bitterest op- 
ponent of the Mayor on the Council, 
and the Mayor's programme will be 
sidetracked, even if he survives the 
recall, which his opponents say that 
they will immediately circulate. 

The victory of the majority of the 
nominees of the charter party mass 
meeting means that a “dry” charter 
will be framed, patterned much after 
the present instrument, with the addi- 
tion of the commission managerial 
form of government.

Lou Light has been in Southern 
California for the past seven months 
attempting to float his magazine, The 
National Reform Bulletin,” which 
proposes to “reform” everything from 
prisons and child-employing factories, 
to the length of slits in women's 
skirts. Reform“ is, the watchword 
of his life and all appears to be grist 
that reaches his “reform” mill. 

Light states “there is nothing to” 
the warrant from Oconto Falls. His 
wife's family, he says, has “ribbed up” 
the charge and “egged on” his wife 
into making a complaint before 
Prosecuting Attorney Adolph Lehmer 
of Oconto county, from whose office 
the warrant upon which Light was ar- 
rested emanates. 

Light admits he has three children, 
the eldest of whom is only 9 years 
old. There is little fear they will ever 
be compelled to work before they are 
of proper age, according to their 
father, who says he has sent money 
to his wife for the support of the 
children ever since he from 
them, several years ago.
